The land on which the 
crop is grown shall consist of one acre 
of 4840 square yards which shall be meas- 
ured bya sworn surveyor, or by one 
of the Selectmen of the town in which 
the competitor resides. The yield of 
the crop shall be given in bushels and 
quarts, and a statement, sworn to before a 
Justice of the Peace, shall be presented to 
the Committee after the same is harvest- 
ed, containing the yield of the acre, the 
method of preparing the ground, mode of 
culture, &c. Blanks for this purpose will 
be provided in due season for all com- 
petitors.

The Mineral Theory. 


While it is now universally admitted that 
to restore fertility to a soil that has been 
exhausted by cultivation and excessive 
cropping, the substances which have been 
drawn from it must be returned, it is not so 
well settled what those substances are and 
what is the best method of restoring them. 
By some, and in fact by most of those who 
have experimented and written upon the 
subject, it is claimed that itis the ammonia- 
cal or nitrogenous substances which are 
taken from the soil by cropping and that 
these must be returned to the soil, in one 
way or another, and most of the chemical 
fertilizers offered in the markets are com- 
pounded with this object in view. On the 
other hand, itis claimed by some that the 
alr which contains 79 parts of nitrogen to 
21 of oxygen, supplies all the nitrogen that 
growing vegetation requires, and that cul- 
tivated soil contains nearly twice as much 
ammonia as tha: which is uncultivated, or 
asS8isto5. Those who adopt this view 
Claim that it is the mineral substances which 
Should be supplied and more especially 
available silica. 

It is not our purpose at this time to ar- 
gue either side of the question, but simply 
to state some of the leading points advanced 
by those who advocate the mineral theory 
of fertilization. As already stated, they 
claim that nitrogen is supplied from the at- 
mosphere and that it enters the soil through 
cultivation, which accounts for the great 
excess of this substance in land that is cul- 
tivated over that which is not. They there- 
fore claim that this, which is the only or- 
ganic element contained in common com- 
‘mercial fertilizers, is unnecessary, and that 
vnly those mineral substances shown by 
Analysis to enter into the structure of the 
perfect plant, need be supplied to the soil. 
These mineral ingredients are silicic and 
Phosphoric acids, potash, lime, magnesia 
and soda, which, according to this theory, 
should be supplied to the soil in such pro- 
portions as will be required by the particu- 
lar crop to which they are to be applied. 
As nearly 50 per cent of the ash of straw of 
&rain as well as of the grain itself is silica, 
it is claimed that this substance should be 
in excess for cereal crops. 

To the argument that more or less of 
sand which is composed of silica is found 
in every soil, itis answered that this form 
Of silica is entirely useless to vegetation 
because itis unavailable. All clay lands 
have a lack of silica, and it is claimed that 
this deficiency cannot be made up by the 
‘pplication of sand. Some of the purposes 
in the economy of nature which silica is 
sald to subserve, are its capacity for absorb- 
‘ng moisture and ammonia from the atmos- 
phere, its effect upon the stalks of plants 
‘o harden the epidermis, thereby strength- 
ening them and rendering them less liable 
to attacks of rust, and in the case of wheat 
and other grain, to enable the plants to 
Stand up and mature their grain, and not 
fall or lodge down which is the case when 
there is a lack of this substance, 

These arguments are mostly put forth in 
Support of a fertilizer which it is claimed 
Was discovered by the Popplein Brothers, 
Chemists in Baltimore, and is called the 
Popplein Silicated Phosphate. Among the 
Premiums offered through the Maine State 
Agricultural Society which may be found 
in our premium list, are several by the com- 
Pany which own the right to manufacture 
is fertilizer, and it will be noticed that it 

Stipulated that no other fertilizer is to be 
wed in the production of the premium 
‘ope. For this purpose « certain quantity 


of the Silicated Phosphate has been sent to 
Portland, to Mr. A. L. Dennison, Secretary 
of the Maine State Agricultural Society 
who will supply it at the usual price to 
those who wish to experiment with it or 
compete for the company’s premiums. It 
is claimed that this fertilizer contains by 
analysis, the following ingredients, and in 
the proportion given, these proportions be- 
ing changed to suit the particular erop: 
Phosphoric acid 10 to I2 per cent; insoluble 
do. 1 to 2 per cent; silicic acid 15 to 18; pot 
ash 3to5; magnesia 2'5 to 3'4; soda 2 
to 4. 

This fertilizer, while it has been tested to 
some extent in some of the middle and 
southern States, and it is cla'med with sat- 
isfactory results, is new here. As stated 
before we do not advise its adoption to the 
exclusion of other fertilizers, nor endorse 
its claimed superiority over them, but it 
will do no harm to try it on a small scale, 
especially on clayey soils where silica is 
more especially needed, and let it stand or 
fall according as the fair teat shall be suc- 
cessful or a failure. We have procured a 
two hundred pound baz which we propose 
to experiment with, and test with other 
popular commercial fertilizers, and will 
give our readers the results in the fall. 
There is surely one advantage which this 
article possesses over others, which wil) 
not fail to commend itself to the purchaser, 
and that is it is entirely odorless. We hope 
the time may soon come when these vexing 
fertilizer questions shall be satisfactorily 
settled, and the sharp competition among 
manufacturers and dealers, while it serves 
to confuse the farmer, may serve to aid in 
bringing about the desired result ; but when 
there are such broad differences of opinion 
expressed as to the results of different fer- 
tilizers, not only by interested parties, but 
by scientists and experimenters, it is no 
wonder that some lese confidence in the 
whole theory of chemical fertilization.

It must bean acre in one piece and 
not made up of two or more pieces, and if 
measured off from a larger field, it must be 
in a block by itself. Persons who compete 
should carefully read our offer, which ap- 
pears again in this issue, in order to thor- 
oughly understand it, and then faithfully 
comply with the conditions. We shall not 
deem it necessary to insert the offer, in full, 
again. In two weeks we shall publish a 
list of the competitors with their places of 
residence.

Notes. 


One of the latest swindles was perpetrat- 
ed among the farmers at Stanstead, P. Q. 
A man sold ten cent packages, warranted 
sure death to potato bugs. The papers 
were not to be opened until it became time 
to use them. Curiosity prompted one buy- 
er, and this time it was a man, to open the 
packages he bought,and he found twosquare 
blocks of wood, on one of which was writ- 
ten: ‘Place the bug on the other block 
and press upon him firmly with this and 
the bug will do no more mischief.” 

Among the many bills before Congress 
is one for the establishment of a national 
board of agriculture. An exchange well 
says: “Sucha scheme might be carried 
out with grandly beneficient results, but 
the chances are that the national board 
would quickly degenerate into a mutual ad- 
miration society, The country has quite 
enough of these gentlemen-farmer organi- 
zations, which exist solely for the purpose 
of giving their members some little dis- 
tinction a3 orators and essayists. Precious 
little do they represent the common sense 
American farmer.” 


The Massachusetts agricultural papers 
report that the prospects for a second beet 
sugar factory at Northampton, Mass., are 
£0 good that three tons of beet seed were 
telegraphed for from Europe to be sown 
this season. Over 300 acres of beets will 
be raised in and around Northampton. 

The theory that manure spread upon the 
surface, is lost by leaching was practically 
settled long ago, buta report on the sewage 
of Paris calls for further investigation. The 
report says that the sewage water as it 
comes from the sewers is dark colored, tur- 
bid, and of a vile odor. After being fil- 
tered through the cultivated ground it runs 
out of the underdrains clear, cool, without 
smell or taste, and to chemical tests shows 
no organic matter. Those who drank it 
could not tell jt from the most tempting 
spring water. 

The San Francisco Bulletin gives the re- 
sult of planting various fruit trees on the 
alkali soils of that State. The experiment 
was unsuccessful, except with the pear. 
Every variety of pear grew with a luxur- 
iance unknown elsewhere, while apples, 


plums, peaches, &c., dwindled away, and this 


perished in a couple of years. 

We state in response to several inquiries, 
that the legislation of last wicter does not cut 
off the State stipends to County Agricultur- 
al Societies and the expenses of the mem- 
bers of the Board of Agriculture. It tor- 


bids the printing of any agricultural mat-|* 


ter at the expense of the S:ate and, in vie w 
of this fact, reduces the salary of the Sec- 
retary of the Board from one thousand to 
one hundred dollars. 

A grade cow, belonging to John D. Rue 
of Mercer county, N. J., has raised nine 
calves within 36 months, having had twins 
three times, and now has triplets, dropped 
in December last. Her first pair of twins 
were dropped January, 1876, 

Our friend Pope of Manchester, one of 
the most successful fruit growers in this 
county, informs us that his apple orchard is 
in splendid condition, and the prospect for 
a fruit crop with him, is much better than 
it was last spring. His orchard did not 
produce as abundantly last year as most 
others did. If he can manage to change 
permanently the ‘“‘off year,” his fine orchard

som will be larger than in some previous 
off years, and we may hope to harvest near- 
ly enough for home consumption. 

Martin W. Penley, who has been in busi- 
ness in Lewiston for several years, has sold 
out and is going to try his hand at farming. 
He has purchased a farm in Dover, Me., 
and moved there with his family last week. 
On his way he called here and subscribed 
for the MarvE FARMER, an important pre- 
liminary and one which augurs well for 
success in his new business. 

Chiccory is cultivated as a salad plant ex- 
tensively in Europe. Theleaves,unblanched, 
are bitter; but, if they are soaked some 
hours in water, the bitter property disap- 
pears, and it is used as asalad. When 
blanched, it ranks among the best winter 
or spring salads. It is easily raised, and 
by packing the rocts ina trench. close to- 
gether in the fall, and in the early spring, 
laying on some earth well mixed with ma- 
nure, the young leaves will push out finely 
blanched, forming a very crisp, early salad, 
much superior to the early, tough green 
lettuces.

Colby University. 


Instead of our usual agricultural cut, we 
present our readers in this issue, witha 
fine view ot Colby University, located at 
Waterville, in this State. Colby is emong 
the oldest and best of the higher institu- 
tions of learning in our State and we are 
sure that those of our readers who have 
never visited it, will be glad of an oppor- 
tunity of seeing its substantial buildings and 
beautiful grounds represented upon paper. 
Like most of our older educational institu- 
tions, it began at first in a small way, and 
has gradually worked itself up, until it now 
ranks among the best. 

It was started near the beginning of the 
present century as a denominational school 
under the auspices of the Baptists. lt was 
established as Waterville College by a char- 
ter granted, we think by the first Maine 
Legislature, and in 1867, having been liber- 
ally endowed by Gardner Colby, Esq ,a 
wealthy merchant of Boston, the name was 
changed by authority of the Legislature, 
to Colby University. Mr. Colby has re- 
cently deceased and in his will has be- 
queathed an additional $120,000 to the Col- 
lege which places its financial affairs in a 
very satisfactory condition. Among the 
persons who are entitled to much credit for 
their earnest and untiring efforts in behalf 
of the College, is Rev. James T. Champlin, 
D. D., its late President. 

The building on the 1ight of the reader, 
is Memorial Hall, erected in memory of the 
students of Colby who fell in the late war. 
The fine library is kept in this building,and 
chapel services are also held here. The 
next three buildings are devoted to recita- 
tion rooms and furnish accommodations to 
the students. The building on the extreme 
left is Coburn Hall, named in honor of ex- 
Governor Abner Coburn of Skowhegan, 





}whose munificent gift for that purpose was 


expended in its erection. The cabinet and 
leeture rooms are in this building. The 
College buildings are pleasantly situated on 
the left bank of the Kennebec in the charm- 
ing village of Waterville, and the institu- 
tion is in charge of an able corps of instruc- 
tors. Ladies are admitted on the same 
footing with males, and are allowed t> com- 
pete for the highest honors of the College.

Supplementary List of Horsebacks in 
Maine. 


Since the publication, last December, of 
a partial list of the gravel ridges commonly 
known as hersebacks, so far as then known, 
considerable ajiditional information has 
been sentto me which is now given for 
publication, with the hope that this list may 
be still further Many o 


tahdin Iron W It begins a little north 
of Roach river and runs two or three miles 
northerly to near Grant’s Place. He has 
seen no Kames north of this, and he places 
tnie Oeste ae eet gated oft 
this at t- 
itude. This may be true of the region 
west of but east of there Kames 
are found at least a degree further north 
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ancient overflow from the Rangeley lake 
region down the Sandy river. 

Rev. W. E. C. Wright, Danvers, Mass., 
reports having seena Kame at intervals 
along Black brook above Andover, on the 
road tolake Welokenebacook. This horse- 
back extends into or across the arm of the 
lake. Atthe outlet of lake Molechunke- 
munk, it forms the chief barren between 
that lake and Welokenebacook, and 
into the woods on the north, where its 
course is unknown. I had previously trac- 
ed this system of —— from Andover to 
Rumford Point, Bryant’s pond, Poland, 
and then by a reach of ‘‘plains” to the sea. 

W. H. Stevens, M. D., No. New Portland, 
sends a map of a horseback which reaches 
south of a few miles from the great bend of 
the Dead river along a low pass that skirts 
the eastern base of Mt. Bigelow. This no 





doubt marks an overflow from the Daad 
river rigion down the valley of the Carra- 
bassett. The gravels left by that ancient 
stream have been largely washed away, as 
has happened in the valleys of many other 
of our mountain streams. Mr. A.J. Lane, 
No. New Portland, also sends some facts 
as to this Kame. 

Mr. A. W. Tinkham. No. Monmouth, re- 
ports a local system of gravels in Winthrop 
and the northern part of Monmouth. Mr. 
Y’s communication was rendered especial- 
ly interesting by the fact that he has seen 
horsebacks in the process of formation on 
a rather larger scale than is often seen. 

Mr. E. M. Gordon, Solon, reports short 
borsebacks inSolon and Embden. Mr. G. 
E Brackett, Belfast, reports a short horse- 
back between the villages of Frankfort and 
Winterport, and sends a map of the same, 
made by Mr. Upton Treat of Frankfort. 
Mr. S. O. Dinsmore, Medford, sends a map 
of the upper course of the horseback reach- 
ing from Hampden through Orono and La- 
grange to Medford. From the Piscataquis 
river in Medford it goesina nearly direct 
course to the headwaters of the Schotaza 
stream, and thence to Sebois lake. It 
reaches through and under this long lake, 
forming a series of ‘‘horseback islands,” 
and then keeps, on with slight breaks, to 
the South Twin lake. There are also some 
horsebacks along the Schoodic lake, Pis- 
cataquis county. This excellent map was 
made up partly from Mr. Dinsmore’s own 
observations, largely from those of Mr. 
Eber Ames, the noted hunter of Medford. 

Mr. W. C. Hill, Howland, sends a map 
of the Kame running north through How- 
land past Whitney Ridge, and along the 
East Branch of Sebois stream, thence via 
Nollesemic Lake and stream to Grand Falls 
on the West Branch of the Penobscot. 
This seems to show that the Katabdin 
horseback branches at Grand Falls, one 
branch going via Howland and Edinburg, 
the other via Chester and Enfield, and both 
branches coming together again in Green- 
field or vicinity. 


Mr. J. W. Sewall, Oldtown, sends a map 
of some Kamesin the wilderness south of 
Katahdin, made from his own surveys. 
‘These gravels are especially interesting 
from the fact that the ridges run nearly 
east and west. So far as explored, they 
begin at the Penobscot river near the mouth 
of Katahdin stream in No. 2, Kk. 10, and 
run eastwardly along the north side of the 
Katahdin ponds to the east line of No. 2, 
R 9. These would naturally form an ex- 
tension of the Katahdin horseback, with 
which they prebably connect not far north 
of Millinocket lake. 


Col. J. F. Twitchell, Medway, sends a 
very full account of the horsebacks of the 
upper Penobscot rigion. A horseback be- 
gins in Staceyville and runs south between 
the East Branch of the Penobscot and Sal- 
mon stream, crossing the latter one mile 
above Medway. Another begins near Sal- 
mon Stream lake, runs down the Salmon 
stream and joins the Staceyville horseback 
not far from Medway. They cross the Pe- 
nobscot at Medway, and go on south via 
the Pattagumpus valley to join the Katah- 
din horseback above Chester. Col. T. 
sendsa map of the Kames of the Sebois 
lake region, and full notes on all the other 
horsebacks found in all that part of the 
country. 

As to the horsebacks along the Millin- 
ocket stream I have statements from sev- 
eral correspondents. One account locates 
the horseback on the west side of the 
stream; another locates it on the cast side; 
a third states that it goes a mile and a half 
north from the Penobscot along the west 
side and then crosses to the east side; a 
fourth says the west ridge is a mile or two 
long, while the ridge on the east side 
reaches the whole length of the stream; a 
fifth claims that the east ridge is no other 
than the .Millinocket Ramdown, and does 
not cornect with any horseback at all; 
while sixthly and lastly, the Ramdown is 
said to intersect the horseback on the east 
side of the stream! 

P. C Jones, M. D., Springfield, sends a 
map of the Kames between Kingman and 
Springfield. They connect south-westerly 
by a sand and gravel plain with Matta- 
keunk pond in Lee, and southerly by a low 
pass and line of gravels with Junior lake.

Capt. S. H. Calligan, Forest City, con- 
firms my former statement that the Houlton 
horseback runs through and under the 
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Grand Schoodic lake. He has traced it up 
with care, and having navigated the Lake 
fur a number of yéars, his observations are 
vsluable. He finds it forming at short in- 
tervals, shoals, bars, and sometimes ‘‘horse- 
back islands,” (as for instance the islands 
Billy and Ann,) and occasionally it ap- 
pears along the shore. It enters the lake 
in Orient, and finally leaves it at the south 
end of the arm of the lake. From there it 
goes through the woods south-easterly in 
the direction of Lambert lake and Vance- 
boro. Capt. Calligan sends mea map of 
its course through the lake region. Mr. 
G. A. Boardman, the well-known ornithol- 
ozist of Milltown, St. Stephens, N. B., 
thinks this horseback goes from the vicin- 
ity of Vanceboro to near McAdam Junc- 
tion, and then for a few miles along the 
Trout brook, a branch of the Digoquash 
river. Mr. B. also sends me a map ofa 
portion of the ‘boulder region” of New 
Brunswick, extending as far north as Cha- 
leur bay. This boulder formation promises 
to be of considerable interest, e 
was chiefly compi'ed by a friend of Mr. 
Boardman, in the Crown Land Office. 

Mr. A. F. Hilton, Chief Engineer of the 
E & N. A. R. R., Bangor, sends an ac- 
count of the gravels along the line of that 
railroad from Danforth to Magaguadavic, 
N. B., with their elevations above the sea 

Prof. Geo. F. Mathew of the Canadian 
Geological Survey, St. John, N. B., sends 
me the location of six -Kames in Prince 
William and St. James parishes, N. B., not 
far from the St. Croix river. S me or all of 
these ate connected with the Houlton 
horseback. 

I am also under obligation for assistance 
in this investigation to Dr. N. T. True, 
Bethel; Mr. I. Foster, Areyle; Dr. W. Mc- 
Laughlin, Harmony; Prof. J. Perley. 
Thorndike ; Mr. —— Enery, Sanford; Rev. 
E. R. French, Chesterville, and Prof. C. H 
Fernald, Oreno; also to the President. Gen- 
eral Superintendent, and Engineer Corps 
of the Maine Central, the Bangor and Pis- 
catequis, and the European and North 
American railroads; and to Mr. J. F. An- 
derson of the Portlandand Ozdensburg 
railroai, also to the Engineer of the Port- 
land and Rochester railroads for statements 
of the elevations of their stations above the 
sea. Incidentally I have received aid from 
many others. ' 

In coanection with this exploration of the 
Kames or horsebacks, [ am collecting facts 
as to the distribution of the marine or brick 
clays, also trying to determine the height 
of the sea, during the Champlain depres- 
sion, above its present level. Any inform- 
ation as to fossils more than 200 feet above 
the sea I will be pleased to receive, espec- 
ially from the Androscoggin valley or trib- 
utaries above Turner, from the Kennebec 
or Sandy river valleys above N orridgewock, 
or from the Penobscot ani Piscataquis val- 
leys above Holland. The shells, skeletons, 
sea-weeds, etc., which are often found while 
digging wells or other excavations, a | 
prove of great scientific value if preserved, 
and notice be sent to some one interested 
in this subject. Anything wi'h a back bone 
ought te be preserved without fail.

I see much in agricultural papers about 
different kinds of fertilizers for sugar beets. 
It seems to me there should be some defin- 
ite plan adopted throvgh which careful ex- 
perlmants may be made this season with 
the several leading kinds of commercial 
manures to ascertain which is the best 
adapted to the growth of beets as a field 
crop on a large scale, that the farmers may 
next season enter upoa this industry with 
some certainty ot success. This is a branch 
of farming that carries us wholly out of 
our o}d routine of agriculture and we must 
experiment and make many failures before 
we become experts at the business. As In- 
dividual farmers we are not able to carry 
on any extended method of experimenting. 
d recommend that the Granges and 
Farmers’ Clubs in the S.ate tske hold of 
this and by dividing it among the farmers 
of each organization, experiments may be 
to the value of 
commercial manures ascertained which will 
save thousands of dollars to the farmers of 
Maine in the future.
